Rapist likely 
‘Mr. Invisible’ 
- expert says

A serial rapist targeting 
women alone in their 
homes may be “Mr. Invisi¬ 
ble” by day, and a misogy- 
nistic menace by night, a 
local criminologist says. 

“Sometimes these guys 
are invisible in plain sight,” 
said Grant MacEwan Crimi¬ 
nology professor Bill Pitt. 
“He’s the kind of guy that’s 
in plain sight, fixing some¬ 
thing. He probably drives a 
half-decent automobile, is 
adequately dressed, clean¬ 
shaven, and fits in the 
neighbourhood.” 

Early Saturday morning, 
a 68-year-old woman was 
raped while home alone in 
the upscale south-side sub¬ 
division of Aspen Gardens. 

A few months ago, three 
women in the Garneau 
neighbourhood were 
raped in separate incidents 
while alone in their 
homes. Police are linking 
all four crimes and believe 
there is a serial rapist on 
the loose. 

“I see planning in this. 
Crazy homeless people 
don’t do things like this, 
and they’re noticed. This 
guy isn’t,” Pitt said. 

Pitt warns his students, 
especially in hot summer 
months, to be vigilant in 
locking their doors and 
windows. He says the at¬ 
tacker is far from done 


Safety study 

• A recent study by Energiz¬ 
er Canada determined that 
65 per cent of females sur¬ 
veyed feel unsafe walking 
alone at night. 

• Though women are the 
primary targets for most vio¬ 
lent crimes in the country, 
only 13 per cent carry per¬ 
sonal protection devices 
while walking alone.

Pitt said he believes the 
attacker is a cross between 
what he calls a “power-re¬ 
assurance rapist,” and an 
“exploitive” rapist. 

“The ‘power-reassurance’ 
rapist is one that’s really 
sexually inadequate. He has 
a history of public mastur¬ 
bation, voyeurism and ob¬ 
scene telephone calls. He’s 
really inadequate and 
needs this kind of sex be¬ 
cause, put in our terms, 
he’s a loser,” Pitt said. 

“The ‘exploitive’ rapist is 
one that does impulsive, 
predatory acts. He’s a 
misogynist and he hates 
women. It’s not that he’s 
screwing them, he’s violat¬ 
ing them.”

Hundreds of soldiers lined 
up along the tarmac at 
Kandahar Airport for the 
second time in two days 
yesterday to pay their re¬ 
spects to a killed comrade. 

And once Master Cpl. Erin 
Doyle’s body arrives on 
Canadian soil today in Tren¬ 
ton, Ont., he could be arriv¬ 
ing in Legal, 50 km north of 
Edmonton, tomorrow for 
grieving family as they start 
preparing for funeral servic¬ 
es, said military spokesman 
Second Lt. Wright Eruebi. 

“Details of a public funeral 
service are still being 


worked out, but that is all up 
to the family,” said Eruebi. 

No date has been 
set for a funeral, but 
a service could be ex¬ 
pected in Legal 
sometime next 
week. 

Doyle, a member 
of the Edmonton 
Garrison’s Third Bat¬ 
talion Princess Patri¬ 
cia’s Canadian Light 
Infantry, was killed in a bat¬ 
tle with insurgents at a re¬ 
mote combat outpost in the 
Panjwayi district of Kanda¬ 
har province. 

The Edmonton-based 
trooper was protecting the 
outpost with other soldiers 
when it was attacked with

rocket-propelled grenades 
and small arms fire. 

The attack hap¬ 
pened within days af¬ 
ter Cpl. Josh Roberts 
was fatally shot in a 
gunfight with insur¬ 
gents in the nearby 
Zhari District. Doyle 
was the 90th Canadi¬ 
an soldier killed since 
the Afghan mission 
began in 2002. Doyle’s 
commanding officer, Lt.- 
Col. Martin Kenneally, said 
Doyle “was a soldier’s sol¬ 
dier with a big heart.” 

“He epitomized the hard- 
charging soldier enthusi¬ 
asm, professionalism and 
authentic leadership that is 
the backbone of the Regi¬ 


ment and the Army,” said 
Kenneally in a statement. 
“He put his troops first set¬ 
ting high standards and his 
personal example through¬ 
out his career as a leader.” 

Friends mourning Doyle’s 
death have also created a 
memorial group page called 
RIP- Master Cpl Erin Doyle 
on Faceboolc. 

“This is a sad day for all 
who knew Erin, he was the 
lcinda guy anyone could 
like, a good soldier, a good 
family man,” posted John 
Blake on the wall of the 
Faceboolc site.

Kayaker Ford, weightiifter Girard finish just off podiums in Beijing 


Even at 41 and with a 
fifth Olympic appearance 
now in the books, white- 
water kayaker David Ford 
couldn’t bring himself to 
utter the “r” word. 

Sure, Ford’s the oldest 
guy in his sport at age 41. 
The average age of the 
medal winners in Beijing 
yesterday in the men’s K-l 
slalom event was just un¬ 
der 25 years. 

And after finishing 
sixth in the event, Ford 
certainly didn’t sound 
like someone who’s going 
to be retiring anytime 
soon. In fact, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if you see the for¬ 
mer world champion 
coming back for one more 
crack at an Olympic 
medal in four years time 
in London. 

“It’s not unrealistic to 
think I’m capable of do¬ 
ing another one,” said the 
Edmonton native, whose 
best Olympic result is a 
fourth at the 2004 Athens 
Games. “We’ve already 
kind of determined that. 
There’s no reason that in 
four years I’ll be any less 
fit or strong as I am now.” 

Ford’s strong showing 
got Canada — which is 
still without a medal in 
Beijing — closer to the 
podium, but not as tanta- 
lizingly close as Christine 
Girard. 

Girard, the 23-year-old 
weightiifter from Rouyn- 
Noranda, Que., had 
equaled a personal best

and was in position to 
grab a bronze medal in 
the women’s 63-lcilogram 
division. 

But everything was out 
of her control, hanging 
on the bar, along with 135 
kilos, as North Korea’s Hy- 
on Suk Pale attempted her 
third and final lift of a 
load that represented 
more than twice her body 
weight. It was simple: 
Clean and jerk the re¬ 
quired amount and Pale 
would win the gold 
medal, bumping the 
Canadian to fourth place. 


Fail and Pale would be out 
of the medals and Canada, 
thanks to this confident 
daughter of a weightlift¬ 
ing family, would finally 
be in. 

“I think it was more 
stressful than when I was 
doing my lifts,” said Gi¬ 
rard, who watched on tel¬ 
evision in the warm-up 
room and saw Pale strug¬ 
gle and wobble, but suc¬ 
cessfully hoist the load, 
winning herself a gold 
medal and knocking the 
Canadian off the podium.

Phelps broke his own 
world record to continue 
his dominance in the Wa¬ 
ter Cube pool and overtake 
an elite group including 
Mark Spitz and Carl Lewis 
who had won nine golds. 

The 23-year-old showed 
little apparent emotion af¬ 
ter winning the men’s 200 
metre butterfly in 1.52.03, 
knocking six hundredths 
of a second off his world 
record. 


About an hour later, the 
United States won the 
men’s 4x200 metre 
freestyle relay in world 
record time, earning 
Phelps his 11th gold. 

Russia won the silver, 
Australia the bronze and 
the Canada team of Brian 
Johns of Richmond, B.C.; 
Brent Hayden of Mission, 
B.C.; Colin Russell of 
Burlington, Ont.; and An¬ 
drew Hurd of Oakville, 
Ont., placed fifth. 

Each of Phelps’ five 
medals in Beijing have 
come in world best times 
and he is now over halfway 
to surpassing Spitz’s record 
of seven golds in one 
games.

So much has been so con¬ 
spicuously absent at the 
Beijing Olympics — a Cana¬ 
dian medal, clean air and

Phelps. Or smog. Or unless 
you five in countries such as 
Azerbaijan, Tajikistan and 
Uzbekistan — all of which, 
unlike Canada, have collect¬ 
ed medals, and all of which I 
truthfully didn’t know exist¬ 
ed on this planet until this 
week. 

Me? I prefer traditional 
team sports and found my¬ 
self entertained while 
watching the Canadian 


women’s softball team de¬ 
feat Chinese-Taipei 6-1 in its 
Olympic opener. 

My conclusion: This is a 
formidable team, laden with 
capable hitters and talented 
pitchers. The pitchers in¬

Tiger Woods has said he 
will be unable to swing a 
golf club until next year as 
he recovers from 
reconstructive knee 
surgery. 

The American world 
number one decided to 
have surgery on his left 
knee for a fourth time 
ter winning the U.S. 
Open in mid-June, end¬ 
ing his 2008 PGA Tour 
campaign. 

“As far as swinging a 
club, that’s not going to 
happen until next 
year,” Woods said in his 
monthly newsletter on 
Tuesday. “I just don’t 
have a choice. 

“We simply don’t know 
what type of swelling 
there would be or if there 
would be any residual ef¬ 
fects the next day once 
you start wheeling and 
dealing on the knee. Every¬ 


one’s body reacts different¬ 
ly. I could putt right now 
but I’m not going to do it.” 

Woods, a winner of 14 
major titles, underwent an 
anterior cruciate ligament 
(ACL) reconstruction of his 
left knee. He had torn his 
knee ligament after 
last year’s

Open at 



Carnoustie while running 
and took 10 weeks off at 
the end of the 2007 season. 

He took a further two 
months off after having 
arthroscopic surgery two 
days after the Masters in 
April and did not play com¬ 
petitively until the June 12- 
15 U.S. Open. 

“I don’t know what the 
doctors are going to tell 
me about playing golf 
down the road,” the 32- 
year-old added. “I’m taking 
it day-to-day, weelc-to- 
weelc. All I’m doing every 
day is looking forward to 
my next day.” 

Woods said his rehabili¬ 
tation was going well, de¬ 
spite an initial weight loss.

Cutting-edge car sheds cute image

Since the Smart Fortwo 
first came to Canada in 
2004, some 12,400 owners 
have been drawn in by its 
low sticker price, planted 
firmly in Chevy Aveo, 
Hyundai Accent and Kia 
Rio country. 

Maybe it’s because, de¬ 
spite its meagre purchase 
price, those owners are 
wise in the way of motor¬ 
ing. Maybe it’s that Euro¬ 
pean panache, its Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz parentage or 
the cutting-edge engineer¬ 
ing that goes into building 
a safe and practical 2.7-me- 
tre urban people mover. 

Whatever the reason, 
Canadians found this tiny 
runabout’s “smartness” 
quite appealing. 

Even so, the arrival of a 
second-generation Smart 
for 2008 brings some unex¬ 
pected maturation. All of a 
sudden the “cute” little 
Fortwo has become a seri¬ 
ous, viable vehicle and less 
of an automotive novelty. 

Conceptually, the formu¬ 
la remains intact. The Trid- 
ion Safety Cell still forms 
the basis of the car — basi¬ 
cally a high-tech, high- 
strength steel body struc¬ 
ture that protects its occu¬ 
pants in a collision. 

Though the length has 
increased by 19 cm (for im¬ 
proved impact absorption), 
the new Fortwo is still the 
shortest, most compact car 
in the world. 


Smart’s view that the ’08 
Fortwo’s interior is a “bit 
more mature” is modest to 
say the least. That quirky 
“wave” design of the first 
generation car is gone, 
thankfully, and replaced by 
a handsome, straightfor¬ 
ward dash that dials up ma¬ 
terial quality quite notice¬ 
ably. Highlights include a 
bit more leg room, more 
travel for fore-aft seat ad¬ 
justment, optional leather 
seating and a panoramic 
roof on high-end models. 

As before, the ignition is 
on the centre console and 
a clock and rev counter are 
optional. 

Luggage space behind 
the seats has grown too, to 
a respectable 340 litres — 
and the passenger seat still 
folds flat. 

Like its predecessor, the 
Fortwo’s engine is rear- 
mounted. However, in the 
most visible change from 


the Gen One model, Canadi¬ 
an Smarts are now powered 
by an all-new 1.0-litre, three- 
cylinder gasoline engine in¬ 
stead of a turbodiesel. 

On paper, its seemingly 
modest 70 horsepower out¬ 
put doesn’t reflect the real- 
world pep the car now has 
thanks to its low, low curb 
weight. It’ll even hit 140 
km/h should the need 
arise. 

Just as appealing, the gas 
engine is considerably less 
costly to produce per car 
than the turbodiesel, con¬ 
tributing to a lowered 
price and simplified line¬ 
up. The Pure, Pulse and 
Passion trim levels of old 
have been changed to just 
Pure ($14,990) and Passion 
($18,250) for the coupe 
body style and Passion on¬ 
ly ($21,250) for the con¬ 
vertible. That’s a saving of 
$1,400 to $1,700 compared 
to the ’07 models.

A LOT of urban Albertans 
take to the road to escape 
the workaday hustle and 
hassle of city living. Long¬ 
time real estate agents He¬ 
len Oseen and her hus¬ 
band, Scottie Grinton, sim¬ 
ply pack up their stuff and 
go home, where a whop¬ 
ping 12 tonnes of strategi¬ 
cally placed rock and wa¬ 
ter stretch across 10 me¬ 
tres (about 33 feet) of their 
backyard at The Lake at 
Heritage Pointe, just min¬ 
utes south of Calgary. 

“We’re really not the va¬ 
cation property kind of 
people ... so what we tried 
to do is create our own 
recreation property at 
home.” By all accounts, it 
worked. 

Since the feature was 
completed in May, Oseen 
and Grinton have easily 
learned to seek respite 
alongside their brand new 
pondless river with run- 
dle-stone bridge and six 
waterfalls, each illuminat¬ 
ed by under-falls lights en¬ 
hancing their allure as 
evening turns to night. 

Sitting beside their pri¬ 
vate stretch of river is 
“probably the most sooth¬ 
ing thing you can imag¬ 
ine,” says Oseen. 

Backyard water features 
like the one he built for 
Oseen and Grinton are 
part of the hottest trend in 
urban gardening, says Will 
Wilson, the owner of a 
Calgary-based waterscap- 
ing company called Bab¬ 
bling Brooks. 

“It’s an art form, really,” 
says Wilson, whose com¬ 
pany uses 10 to 12 tonnes 
of rock on the average job. 

“If we’re doing it right, 
the finished product will 
look like it’s always been 
there,” adds Wilson, 
whose own Calgaiy yard 
features a pond and 
stream. 

“I sit out there at night 
and I just love it.” 


Less work than grass 

Andrew Bell of Water 
Works Ponds in Edmonton 
(also with a division in Cal¬ 
gary) admits he’s “driven 
to distraction” by people 
who say water features are 
difficult to maintain. 

Using technology suited 
for the Alberta climate, a 
quality water feature 
won’t have problems with 
algae, will include plants 
that can overwinter — 
even if they’re entombed 
in ice — and can overwin¬ 
ter lcoi, the ornamental 
carp so popular in outdoor 
ponds. 


“I think we’re 
creating another 
natural ecosystem 
and if you look at 
modern-day 
suburbia, we need 
more of these 
areas.” 

Will Wilson 

The key is hiring an ex¬ 
perienced contractor, 
since some of the technol¬ 
ogy now used to control al¬ 
gae or overwinter lcoi was¬ 
n’t available a few years 
ago. 

“These features are ex¬ 
tremely low maintenance, 
but they’re not no mainte¬ 
nance,” says Bell. 

Wilson agrees. He fig¬ 
ures his company now has 
about 10 plants that will 
overwinter in Calgary’s cli¬ 
mate. Several also help 
control algae growth, but 
these are not necessarily 
the varieties sold in the av¬ 
erage garden centre. 

Both men say a well- 
functioning pond will take 
several hours to start up in 
the spring and less than an 
hour to shut down around 
Halloween, when pumps 
are removed for the win¬ 
ter. 

Because some clients 
shun any maintenance, 


many installers also offer 
that service. Wilson fig¬ 
ures 80 per cent of his 
clientele pay for his com¬ 
pany to visit their ponds 
three times a year. 

Size doesn’t matter 

Although the Oseen and 
Grinton yard is a large 
space with a natural berm 
Wilson worked into the 
design, you don’t need 
much space or elevation to 
create a beautiful water 
feature that includes a wa¬ 
terfall. 

Bell’s own first water 
feature, built in what he 
calls a typical suburban 
backyard, had a two-and-a- 
half-metre by three-metre 
(eight- by 10-foot) pond 
with a three-metre stream 
and waterfall, all built on a 
very flat backyard. 

Water wise 

Homeowners concerned 
about wise water use, take 
heart! 

While some contempo¬ 
rary water features take a 
lot of water to get started, 
“your main loss of water is 
just going to be from evap¬ 
oration. There is no leak¬ 
ing of water,” says Andrew 
Bell of Water Works 
Ponds, Edmonton. 

If evaporation is a major 
concern, Wilson recom¬ 
mends covering a pond 
surface with more lily 
pads.

He also encourages 
homeowners to see the 
ecological value of adding 
water to a landscape. 

“I think we’re creating 
another natural ecosystem 
and if you look at modern- 
day suburbia, we need 
more of these areas.”
